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HORRORS OF THE SEA 


Three Shipwrecked Sailors Picked Up 
in the Gulf. 


LASHED TO THE RIGGING TWO DAYS 


Nothing of the City of Savannah’s Wreck 
Left Above the Water—It Was a 
Furious Storm. 


Savannah, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
The last storm, on October 12th, completed 
the work of the elements on the ill-fated 
steamer City of Savannah, and now there 
is not a sail, spar or miast jeft of her to tell 
the story of the wreck. A party of pho- 
tographers went from Savannah just after 
the blow to see what it had done for the 
wreck und to get some pictures of what 
was left. But they found nothing but 
the spot where the Savannah used to be. 
As she was left by the former storm about 
one-third of her was above water and could 
be plainly seen for some distance. But 
now the only indications of her existence 
ure a few pieces of wreckage which have 
drifted ashore. She went to pieces in the 
storm and her engine and machinery, which 
are all that could possibly be found were 
a search made, are probably lying on the 
bottom somewhere near the spot where she 
was wrecked. 

Left Ona Hulk. 

The steamship City of Macon, from Bos- 
ton, came in this morning, about twenty 
hours overdue, having encountered the 
astorin some distance north of Hatteras. 
Some of the men from the Macon boarded 
the schooner J. A. Trubee, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., which was almost a total wreck, and 
offered to bring in the men, but would not 
take her in tow. ‘The men refused to 
leave. 

Captain Lewis, of the City of Macon, 
aiso took mail from Frying Pan lightship. 
The master of the lightship reported the 
heaviest gale of wind he ever experienced 
there. ‘Their houses were stove in and a 
boat lost. 

The Chattahoochee came in a few hours 
behind the Macon, from New York, twelve 
hours overdue. She also encountered the 
gale just out of New York, and for eight 
hours was unable to make any headway 
against the strong southeast wind. 

Three Sailors Kescued. 

The Norwegian bark Arab, which arrived 
today, reports one of the most horrible 
stories of shipwreck and destruction that 
has yet been recorded. On October 10th, 
Captain Johannesen, of the Arab, picked up 
three men from the French bark Ellen 
Isabel, lashed to a mast and almost dead. 
The French bark was wrecked some days 
ago off the Florida coast and all the crew 
but these three men was drowned. 
They stuck to the wreck until 
it capsized, when they lashed them- 
selves to apiece of the  mizzen- 
mast, which still hung to the vessel. For 
two days and three nights they remained 
in this condition, without food or water, 
and when picked up by the Arab they were 
all more dead than alive. They were taken 
on board the Arab and brought to port 
here. They are still in a bad condition, 
the hardships they had to go through with 
having left them with fever. Two of them 
have about recevered, but the other man 
is considerably injured and is in a terrible 
physical condition. The Ellen Isabel was 
loaded with lumber and was bound from 
Mobile to La Platta. ‘The survivors of the 
wreck could not be reached tonight, as 
they are on the Arab, which is some dis- 
tance down the wharves, bul one is a 
Swede, one a German and the other a 
Frenchman. 


DEFIED ARREST. 


Garbison Violated Quarantine Rules and 

; Was Put Under Guard. 

Jesup, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—Mayor 
Steele requests the following to be published 
in answer to a card signed J. D. Harbison: 

“On last Friday night Mr. Harbison left 
here ov an engine for the coal chute and re- 
turned on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia train No. 11, the only ove permitted 
to stop at Jesup, aud was told on Saturday 
afternoon that he would have to be placed 
under arrest for violation of the quarantine 
regulations. He rushed into the ticket office 
and seized his double-barreled gun and defied 
the officers to take him. ‘Not caring to have 
any unuecessary trouble J placed guards 
around tiie ticket oflice with instructions 
should be attempt to leave to arrest him. It 
was not the intention to cause Mr. Harbison 
any trouble, but merely to see that be would 
comply with quarantine laws. He was _ re- 
leased upon his word of honor, after signing 
a certificate, that he would compiy fully with 
all quarantine reguiations. 1 have endeavored 
to be impartial in issuing passes and have is- 
sued ouly in causes of necessity. No one can 
cite Me to any instance when I have issued 
wrmits only in cases as above mentioned. 
The cases referred to by Mr. Harbison were 
eluployes of the railroad company in charge 
of trains between the coal chute and Jesup.

TEARING ITS TRACKS FROM THE STREET 


An Electric Railway in Augusta Declines 
to Share the Expense of Paving 
a Street—Notes and Gossip. 


Augusta, Ga., Octoer 16.—(Special.)— 
The superior court opened today and Judge 
Koney's charge to the grand jury was a 
strong denunciation against white caps, 
mob law and lyuching and he called upon 
the jurors to embody in their presentments 
their disapproval of such lawlessness and 
thereby try to tone up society. He said 
crime was on the increase and the strong 
arm of the kaw must wield its power and put 
to an end the outrages that are continually 
being made upon the law by men whom he 
termed criminals if they participated in 
inflicting punishment without trial upon 
citizens, white or black, who are entitled to 
fair and impartial trial by their countrymen. 

The first case taken up today was the 
contest over the property of the late 
Thomas Heckle. Three heirs, Mrs. Dear- 
ing RK. Fleming, Mre. W. H. Heckle 
and Mrs. Fannie P. Calvin, are dissatie- 
fied with the provisions of the will, while 
Mrs. Thoinas, the fourth heir, is satisfied 
and desires the will to remain as probated. 
[t is a complicated case and will occupy the 
attention of the court several days. 

Mrs. Nannie Zahn was granted a total 
divorce from /her husband, Robert D. 
Zahn, of Jacksonville, Fla. 

Because the city required the electric 
‘street railroad to pay its proportion of 
paving Walker street from Campbell to 
Jackson with Belgian blocks, the company 
feeling unable to pay the expense, today 
commenced tearing up the track and will 
discontinue the use of the Turpin Hill 
branch of the road. Citizens ll peti- 
tioned the council to reconsider its action 
requiring the road to share the expense of 
paving, as they are anxious to have the 
street railroad, but as no action was taken 
on the petition, the work of tearing up the 
track was commenced today. The working 
time of the street railroad has been reduced 
from twelve to nine hours per day.

FRIENDS WALKED HIM ALL NIGHT 


Mr. Hayes, One of the Central’s§ Receiv- 
ers, Is Coming South Soon to Look 
atthe Property, 


Macon, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—This 
morning at + o'clock R. L. Head, a well 
known young farmer, conrmitted suicide at 
his home in Warrior district, twelve miles 
from Macon. He was found in his room 
yesterday afternoon in an unconscious con- 
dition from the effects of a large dose of 
laudanum he had taken. Medical atten- 
tion was given and friends walked the 
floor with him all night, but to no avail, 
as the drug had gotten too strong a hold on 
him. Head came to Macon Saturday and 
purchased a quantity of whisky and four 
ounces Of laudanum, of which he drank 
copiously. He was about twenty-one ycars 
oki and married. No cause is assigned for 
the rash act. 

Mr. Hayes Coming South. 


President John S. Baxter, of the Soufh- 
western railroad, arrived jim Macon yes- 
terday afternoon from New York. He has 
not been home since the hearing of the 
Southwestern railroad case at Washington, 
before Justice Jackson. President Baxter 
is unable to say what the decision of Jus- 
tice Jackson will be, but he declares that 
the magnificent arguments of Major A. O. 
Bacon and Joseph Choate, of New York, 
firmly convinced him that, the Southwest- 
ern was simply an efdorser of the tri- 
partite bonds and not in any way a joint 
maker with the Central. The argument of 
Lawyer Choate was mainly on the point 
that the Southwestern was simply a surety. 
President Baxter says that Choate deliver- 
ed a great argument. Mr.. Choate listened 
with close attention to the speech of Major 
Bacon and pronounced it a superb effort. 
In the course of Mr. Choate’s argument, 
the great New York lawyer said: “'I chal- 
lenge the opposite side to show that the 
Southwestern railroad ever received a dol- 
lar of the $5,000,000 of tripartite bonds, or 
a scintilla of benefit. I have shown that it 
did not derive a cent from these bonds, 
and I defy counsel to prove that it did.” 

President Baxter thinks that Justice 
Jackson may deliver his decision next week. 

President Baxter is much pleased with 
Co-receiver Hayes, and speaks highly of him 
as an able, successful and practical rail- 
roal man. Mr. Hayes will shortly come to 
Creorgia on matters relating to the Central 
railroad. In the meantime Mr. Comer will 
go to New York to confer with Mr. Hayes. 
The co-receivers will work in perfect har- 
mony and for the best interests of the 
Central,

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The Physicians Who Ordered the TYoman to

Columbia, S. C., October 16.—(Special.)—

This is largely due ‘to excellent sani- 
tary arrangements and proper medical 
attention. We believe that Brunswick 
will come out of the plague better pre- 
pared to fight it in future, and it is 
probable that under more efficient regu- 
lations and precautions the city will es- 
cape such epidemics. 

Yellow fever,has been gradually driv- 
en out of this country. Many years ago 
it frequently raged in New York and 
Philadelphia. But it has been a long 
time since it has touched those cities. 
The same is ‘true of Charleston and Wil- 
mington, and it is also worthy of note 
that Memphis, Savannah, New Orleans 
and Mobile seem to have outgrown their 
old fever record. They now escape the 
pestilence year after year. 

Brunswick will go to work to guard 
against ‘the pestilence, and next year it 
will find nothing to feed upon. Scientific 
sanitation will become a permanent 
thing ‘there, and ‘the city will double and 
quadruple its population in the near 
future, with as little dread of yellow 
Jack as is now felt in New York and 
Philadelphia. If yellow fever can be 
banished from those cities and from New 
Orleans it can be kept out of Brunswick. 

So we bid our brethren on ‘the coast 
to be hopeful. The cloud that hovers over 
them has its silver lining 


White Men *a Africa. 

Dr. Hertzka, 2 prominent German 
writer, makes tie prediction that 50,- 
000,000 whites’ will some uay occupy 
the hich plateaus of central Africa and 
CiviJize the races of the dark continent. 

Carl Peters has spent many years in 
A:rica, and in his judgment the country 
will, at no very remote day, have Euro- 
pean settlements in all localities where 
they will thrive. He does not speak 
very highly of the central. plateaus. 
There, the nights are like winter and 
the days like summer. Such rough ex- 
tremes do not favor vegetation. The 
Whites are Steadily increasing their set- 
lements in Africa, and the conditions 
of health improve as the colonisis ad- 
vance and clear the forests and ceulti- 
vate the soil. But the country is not 
promising from an agricultural point of 
view, amd cattle raising and ostrich farm- 
ing will nor induce white men to settle 
outside of the towns in large numbers. 

Dr. Peters thinks that mining, lumber 
and other industries will, in the course 
of time, swell the white population ito 
several millions, but he rejects the idea 
that they will civilize the Africans and 
utilize their labor. To overcome the 
Sivagery of the natives would be a 
hopeless ‘task, and the whites will prob- 
ably kill them off as ‘they push their 
settlements into ‘the interior. 

Even under the most favorable condi- 
tions that can be reasonably expected 
the doctor déclares that Africa will pos- 
sess few attractions for white immi- 
grants when compared with the rest of 
the world. Still, it amust be admitted 
that there are locations on the continent 
that would suit Europeans, and there is 
no reason why their colonies should not 
grow and prosper. When this is said 
it does not carry with it the statement 
that even one-third of the continent will 
ever be tit for white occupation. 


Shylock’s Bugaboo. 

Our readers are, no doubt, familiar 
With the goldbug argument to the effect 
that the free coinage of silver means the 
Single standard. Gold would go to a 
premium and disappear, they say, and 
then we should have the single 
silver standard. While this would not 
be true, since our mints would still be 
open and available for the coinage of 
gold, whether any came to be coined 
or hot, We propose nevertheless, to give 
the goldbugs the full benefit of their 
argument. We propose to go with them 
as far as their assertions and assump- 
tions will carry them. 

Let us suppose that the free coinage 
of silver would bring the country to the 
Single silver standard—what then? 
“Why,” says the goldbugs, “is it possible 
that you can contemplate without a 
shiver the degradation of our civilization 
to ‘the level of that of the barbarous na- 
tions of ihe east? Look at India! Look 
at China! Yes and look at Mexico!” 

Well, let us look at India. That 
country had the gold standard uniil 1835, 
aud then adopted the single silver stand- 
ard. From 1835 to 1S03 India 
made any progress in civilization, or 
has the country been at a stands..4u? Has 
it made any progress of any sort? The 
truth is that every step India has taken 
in the direction of the development of 
her resources und in the enlareement of 
her trade and commerce las been taken 
under tthe siicle silver standard. 

Then we look at Holland. 
In 1850, Holland established its currency 
on a silver basis. Can it be said that 
since that time Dutch civilization has 
retrograded? By way of surprising them- 
selves, the goldpugs should then turn 
to Germany. In 1850, Germany abol- 
ished the gold standard and went upon 
a silver basis, conducting ifs business 
under the single silver standard for tweu- 
ty-three years. Did German civilizafion 
retrograde from 1850 to 1873? Is it 
not true that that nation conducted two 
wars successfully under ithe single sil- 
ver standard, overcoming anu dismant-

ling the great French empire? Is Ger- 


| man civilization of a higher grade today 
than it was from 1857 to 1873? 

And yet ‘this is the great goldbug ar- 
gument—that the single silver standard 
Will degrade American civilization to 
the level of that of India. This is the 
contention of the Horace White and 
Henry Villard school of financiers. It 
is their last ditch, the trench in which 
they take refuge when all their other 
issuinptions are disproved. 

We know of no democrat who desires 
either the single gold standard or the 
single silver standard, but all democrats 
and all free coinage men faver the joint 
stamdard of both gold and silver. Never- 
theless, if there is to be a choice between 
the two, the people will much prefer the 
Standard, which will give 
them an enlarged currency basis as com- 
pared with eold, and intreduce pros- 
periiy where there is now depression. 

There is no bugaboo in the single sil- 
ver standagl to frighten anybody, and 
if the people are finally compelled to 
rake one or the other—if they are com- 
pellod to choose between gold and _ sil- 
ver—ithey will-take silver.

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Town and Country in Politics. 

The numerous large cities of the north 
mold and dominate the polities of that 
section. 

There are hundreds of cities in the 
north with over 25,000 inhabitants each, 
while in the south we have only eighteen 
such cities, not counting those on the 
border like Louisville, Baltimore, Kansas 
City and St. Louis. 

The eighteen large cities of the south 
had by the last census an aggregate pop- 
ulation of 994,000. All these cities com- 
bined have a smaller population than 
New York or Chicago or Philadelphia. 

Naturally, the publie sentiment of the 
north is shaped by city influences, while 
in the south it is molded by the coun- 
try element. 

The typical southern statesman or 
political leader sympathizes with the 
agricultural element and has the strong 
individuality of the brainy class of coun- 
trymen, and among fhem we find such 
men as Jefferson, Calhoun, Jackson and 
Tillman. Qn the other hand, the city 
influences of tthe north have developed 
such leaders as Hamilton and Sherman. 
The future Andrew Jackson will come 
from the south. ‘The ‘typical northern 
politician will probably be a Chauncey 
Depew or a Van Alen. 

It follows from this analysis of the 
situation that the public sentiment of 
the south is finally directed by the plant- 
ers and small farmers. The bankers, 
merchants and courthouse rings of the 
cities may sometimes get together and 
formulate resolutions of apparently great 
weight that mislead the northern news- 
papers, but when the country people are 
heard from a little later the action of 
the cities goes for nothing. So well is 
this understood in the south that the 
cities. generaly wait to hear from the 
country and then fall in line with the 
majority. Only in exceptional cases will 
the. southern e¢#ties be found arrayed 
against the public opintor’ of the rural 
districts, and when they make such a 
break they are not long in returning to 
the procession. 

In the north tthe average siatesman 
wants to know what the bankers, mer- 
chanis and railroad men think. In the 
south he wants to know what the farm- 
ers, producers and wage earners need 
and desire. The northern leader is think- 
ing of the interests of capital; the south- 
ern leader is thinking of the interests of 
the people. 

These points are full of significance 
when we reflect that in the south the 
enemies of silver are found only in the 
cities, while its friends are the country 
people en masse. Even if our eighteen 
cities of over 25,000 population solidly 
favored the gold standard, there would 
be less thun 1,000,000 people on that side 
opposed to 21,000,000 silver inen in this 
section. 

The cities sometimes muke more fuss, 
but the country puts in more votes. 
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The democratic party of Georgia is prac- 
tically solid against unconditiona! repeal. 
The patronage press represents nobody but 
itself. 
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The democratic party in congress will be 
able to carry out the platform as soon as 
it gets together on the vital issues.

He has demonstrated by a jour- 
ney of over 1,200 miles from the terminus of 
trans-Caspian railway, at Samarcand, that 
the Indian frontier was accessible to Russian 
attack through the Pamir table land, hitherto 
considered inaccessible. Retracing his steps 
with his caravan, he passed through the 
Quenlin mountains, crossed eastern Turkistan 
into Siberia, until he struck the caravan route 
lending to Irkutsk, near lake Baikal, in south- 
ern Siberia. He then pursued his way east 
to Vladivostok, thence through Japan and to 
Vancouver and the United States. If Prince 
Galitzin succeeds in entering Lassa and get- 
ting out alive his next journey will be from 
the eastern terminus of the trans-Siberian rail- 
way, along its proposed route to Bebring sea. 
Then, crossing into Alaska, he will try to 
pass through British Columbia to the northern 
boundary of the United States.

GOSSIP OF A DAY. 


One of the most interesting men in the 
United States, and one of the most prominent 
in the educational world, is Dr. J. L. M. 
Curry, agent for the Peabody and Slater 
funds, who spent Sunday in the city and went 
yesterday to M.Nedgeville to visit the Gir s’ 
Normal and Industrial college, in which he 
has manifested deep interest. 

Dr. Curry is Georgta-born, a native of 
Lincoln county, and no more enthusiastic 
Georgian exists. ‘‘The minute I cross the line 
into the old state,"’ says he, “the air seems 
purer and the atmosphere clearer than it was 
on the other eide.’’ And he has given practi- 
eal evidence of his love for the state of his 
nativity wheuever it has been in his power. 

Dr. Curry is greatly interested in the splen- 
did school for girls at Milledgeville, and he 
now pays the salaries of two teachers in 
that institution. He will, it is believed, ex- 
tend bis donatious to that school if he can see 
his way clear to do so. He is a firm believer 
in the “help people who help themselves” 
principle and whenever the state has shown 
a disposition to do something in the line of 
normal training he has aided with donations 
from the Peabody fund. Twenty-two Geor- 
gia young Men and women are receiving nor- 
mal education at Nashville. The expenses of 
the institutes held in Georgia the past year 
have been borne by the Peabody fund, and in 
addition to the money given to 
to Milledgeville institute Dr. Curry 
has expressed an intention of con- 
tributing to the normal school for colored 
youths at Savannah. He gives from the 
Slater fund $5,000 a year to the Spelman 
Seminary bere at Atlanta. 

But some of this may be cut off. It is the 
plain duty of the state to do something to- 
ward the establishment of a normal! school, 
such as was held this year at Athens, and to- 
ward promoting the cause of normal education 
generally, and unless this is done Dr. Curry 
has intimated that he cannot continue his do- 
nations in this line. Indeed, State School 
Commissioner Bradwell hus said he could not, 
uuless something was done by the state, ask 
Dr. Curry for further contributions. 

Dr. Curry spent most of yesterday at Mil- 
ledgeville. He expected to go on to Savannah 
to inspect the colored school there, but he has 
postponed that visit. He goes from Milledge- 
ville to Troy, Ala., where the Peabody fund 
has a normal school. It is probable that the 
doctor will return to Atlanta early in Novein- 
ber. 


Bert Blake, of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, came in yesterday from Mobile. where 
he has been devoting a few days to the busi- 
ness of his road. 

‘It is impossible for a person who has not 
been there to realize the utter devastation 
done by that cyclone and tidal wave that 
swept over that country,” said he. ‘The 
newspapers have told the story of the num- 
ber of deaths and of the great destruction to 
property, but no newspaper story” could 
give an adequate idea of the situation. The 
people who lost their lives were not, as in 
the South Carolina cyclone, negroes, but here 
they were white people. They were the 
oystermen and fishermen who inhabited these 
islands, foreigners most of them, but all good, 
industrious citizens. I don't mean by that to 
infer that the South Carolina victims were not 
good citizens in their way, but you know 
there’s a difference. 

“The effect of it all upon business,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Blake, ‘‘will be a great scarcity 
of the oysters and fish that are usually sent 
from these markets. Biloxi is the worst suf- 
fprer, but all along the gulf coast there was 
great damage. It looks as if the oyster and 
fish crop will be no more than enough for 
the local demands. That will mean the joss 
of a great deal of busipess to the railroads 
that tap that territory, and there’S~where it 
hurts me. JI think you will fipfl that prices 
will go up on the fish that came from these 
waters and that. few, if—aty. of the brands of 
oysters which come from these points will! be 
on the murket.”’

GABILONDO’S DEADLY CAREER. 
The Death of a Mexican Who Was Notorious 
as asiayer of Men. 

From The St. Louis Gilobe-Democrat. 

General Gabilondo, a noted Mexican, died re- 
cently in Nogales, Ariz. The remains were 
followed to the grave by but few persons. 

Gabilondo’s history is a checkered one and 
liberally splotched with human blood. He was 
perhaps the most generally despised mau in 
Mexico, the late General Carbor not excepted. 
He was the inhuman brute who butchered 
Captain Crabb and his party at Caborica in 
isn. At that time General Pesqueira Was 
governor cf Sonora, and was very unsat's- 
factory to the masses. To hold on he inau- 
gurated a revolution and surrounded himself 
with some of the most bloodthirsty villains tn 
the state, Gabilondo being one of the leaders, 
Captain Crabb lived in California, but was 
married to a Mex-can lady who belonged to @ 
prominent family. The story is that througb 
her Governor Pesqueira induced Crabb to 
raise a conumand of Americans to go into 
Sonora and assist him in guining a victory 
over the oppositvon. Captain Crabb raised a 
party, sending a portion by water to Liber 
tad, on the gulf of California, aud with about 
100 meunted men came the country, 
expecting to join the others on the gulf coast. 
So he got on the field Pasqueira 
crushed his foes, and, knowing that be would 
be severely criticised for calling Americans 
to his uid. denied baving anything to do with 
bringing Crabb and his men into the country. 
He sent Gabilondi aud his batta‘ion to escort 
Crabb and his party back to Anlérican soil. 

In the meantime Crabb had started back, but 
was overtaken by (;aDilondeo and his troops at 
Caborica. Without warnumg the latter opened 
fire on Cra} and a brisk fight took 
place, several being killed on each side. Crabb 
and his men shelter im the old church, 
and, though largely in the minority, made it 
warm for Gabilondo. Finally. the latter, under 
cover of a tlag of truce, proposed that if the 
Americans would lay down their arms he 
would peaceably escort them to the American 
line. Crabb eomplicd, but no souner bad they 
laid down their ar: -han they were forme 
in line, marched to the south side of the 
eburch, made to stand back up agaist the 
wall, and all of them shef, except a boy 
seventeen years old, who managed fv escupe. 
Some ume after Crabb's tragic deat® his wife 
returned to Mexico, and was stabbed to death 
from behind night while walking along 
the street in Guayamas..It was always 
thought that the deed was done by an agent 
of Pessueira and Gabilondo, because she Kuew 
into Mexico.

Several other murders were 
bilonds, including the brutal murder of cus- 
toms officers while he was cojlector at Casabe. 
His latest escapade was the murder of a 
prominent merchant at Imuris recently, who 
had been elected president of the town. Gua- 
bilondo and bis son jired a policeman 1 eall 
the merchant and shout Lim. When arrested 
the policeman told the whole story, and he 
was killed by young Gabllondo, who escaped 
to the City of Mexico, where he died recently. 
The death of the old man wipes out the Ga- 
bilondo family, and no regrets are expre sed 
on either side of the line, and especially 
among Americans.

Has Somethirg More to Say About 
His Sunday Sermon, 


AND HIS REFERENCE TO DR. BARRETT 


Dr. Barrett Likewise Has Something to 
Bay About Dr. Hawthorne—The 
Origin o! the Rumors.

Rey. Dr. Hawthorne, pastor of the First 
Baptist church and Rev. Robert S. Bar- 
rett, dean of St. Luke's, were the subject 
of much comment yesterday. 

Both gentlemen contributed material to 
the evening newspapers which hightened 


the interest. 

The comment grew ont of the publication 
in The Constitution of the rumors concern- 
ing Dr. Hawthorne's reference to Dean 
Barrett's coming lecture, the dean’s card 
and Dr. Hawthorne's statement as to what 
he did really say. 

The events of the day can best be told 
in detail. 

The Evening Journal in its article prints 
this paragraph: 

A Groundiess Sensation. 

The Constitution this morning contained a 
local article which stated that in his sermon 
yesterday at the First Baptist church Dr. 
Hawthorne advised his congregation not to 
hear Dr. Barrett and it was rumored that the 
doctor had intimated that all the proceeds 
would not reach Brunswick. 

The paragraph quoted, of course, is un- 
true, as a reference to The Constitution's 
article will show. ‘Tbe Constitution did 
not state that Dr. Hawthorne made any 
euch statement, but merely noted the ru- 
mors prevalent to the effect that he had 


made such a statement.

WENT AGAI «ST MR. DEGIVE. 


Judge Van Epps Kenders a Decision in a 
Cause That May Kecome Celebrated. 

Judge Howard Van Epps, in a somewhat 
lengthy and very fearned decision, heid 
yesterday morning that Mr. L. DeGive 
was liable to be sued in the state courts. 

The history of the case is pot uninter- 
esting. Mr. L. DeGive was sued by a 
chair company, which was represented by 
Messrs. Andrews & Bishop. Judgment 
was rendered and Mr. L. DeGive appealed, 
declaring that be bad not been aware of 
the culmination of the suit. He plead as 
a mover for the re-opening of the case 
that he was a Belgian consul in Atlanta 
und was not liable to be sued in the state 
courts. 

Judge Van Epps took the question under 
consideration and the gist of his decision 
wis to the effect that the movant, Mr. De- 
(rive, Was in business for his own advantage 
and in competition with our citizens. He 
also advaneed the opinion that when a 
consul enters into trade his official charac- 
ter gives him no protection as a merchant. 

In the conclusion of the opinion, in which 
Judge Van Epps cites any number of au- 
thorities, he says: 

“Tam of the opinion that there jis nothing 
in the constitution or existing laws of the 
United States, nor in any treaty thereof, 
and nothing jn the laws of nations which ex- 
empts the consul of Belgium from the duty 
of answering to civil process to the courts 
of the state.” 


CAPITOL CHAT. 


In little more than a week the legislature 
will be with us. The whote capitaé seems to 
have taken on an air of anticipation, and eve- 
rybody is busy. 

The governor is bard at work on his mes- 
sage which, though short, will be a very in- 
teresting document. An important feature 
will, of ‘course, be a recommendation as to the 
extreme necessity of a state board of health. 
The governor bas always been ala earnest ad- 
vrocaie of such a board, and the situation in 
Brunswick only emphasizes the necessity for 
legislation upon this line. ‘hen be will ad- 
vocate a reformatory for juvenile criminals, a 
the governor has given a 
great deal of study. He will urge the necessi- 
ty of such an institution for the state, and 
the record of crimes by juveniles shows that 
the governor is undoubtedly on the right line. 

In the educational feature of his message 
Governor Northen will touch very pointedly on 
the necessity of treating the teachers of Geor- 
fairness and paying them at least 

As it is they have at times—that 
is, of them—to go ws long as a year 
without the money for which they work so 
hard and earnestiy.

Commissioner Bradwell is an earnest advo- 
cate of the quarterly payment of teachers, and 
a hearty believer in the good dove by the nor- 
mal schools, and in his report to the governor 
he will lay stress on these points. 

In the report of Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Nesbitt, the feasibility of a fund for the 
purpose of stamping out contagious diseases 
amoung cattle will be presented.

The executive committee then adopted 
the programme arranged by the committee 
of five.

One thousand dollars for the Young Men's 
Christian Association in one evenivg.

A few days ago the officers of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association informed sev- 
rail of the leading citizens of Atlanta that 
fie association was hampered and embar- 
rassed in its work because of a debt of 
$5,000, which it could not pay. ‘They 
sought the advice of the gentlemen in se- 
curing aid to wipe out the debt so that the 
good work might go on. 

As a result of that conference Captain 
E. P. Howell and Mrs. Howell issued in- 
Vitations to quite a number of their ac- 
quaintances to pass the evening with them 
on Monday, the 16th of October. In re- 
sponse to the invitations the spacious home 
of Captain and Mrs. Howell was thronged 
with their friends and the friends of the 
Christian association last evening and be- 
fore the evening was over more than $1,000 
had been subscribed for the purpose of wip- 
ing out that debt and placing the associa- 
tion free from embarrassment. 

Among those who assembled at Captain

tended the Sunday afternoon gospel meet- 
ings: 21 voung men on an average attended 
the Siturday night gospel meetings; 124 
young men requested prayer at these meet- 
ings, and 24 young men professed conver- 
sion. 

Then the following plans for this winter's 
work were presented: 

Mental—Classes in bookkeeping, arith- 
metic. penmanship, shorthand and mechani- 
eal drawing: lectures and health talks on 
tonics of vital interest ta young men; ad- 
ditional books for the library and periodi- 
eals for the reading room, debating society, 
ete. 

Phvsical—A new instructor has been se-

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“THE CITY GROWS, 


The General Council Adds Quite a Strip 
to the Territory of the City. 


WE NOW EXTEND TO PEACHTREE CREEK 


There Are No Teachers Who Live Outside 
4he City Is What tne Committee on 
‘ Public Schools Reports. 


Atlanta was enlarged yesterday during 
the session of the general council by the ad- 
dition of a large territory on the north 
side of the city. 

The new territory breaks up Atlanta’s 
circular shape and makes the city’s boun- 
dary line one of great and peculiar irregu- 
larity. 

The new territory embraces Jand lots 80, 
49, 48, 107, 106, 54, 108, 105, 55 and a 
part of 17, with an additional strip run- 
ning from the northern boundary of land 
lots 104 and 56 to Peachtree creck, that 
strip being 600 feet wide on either side of 
the Peachtree creek road. The eastern 
line of the flew territory joins the present 
city limits just at the point where the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad crosses the 
corporation line, and runs north through 
‘two land lots and has land lots 54 and 55 
for its eastern boundary, while the western 
boundary is a line on the west side of land 
lots 106 and 107. ‘These parallel lines con- 
tinue north until they reach the northern 
boundary of land lots 104 and 56, which 
forms the northern boundary of the new 
te-ritory. On the northern boundary of 
the new territory, where the Peachtree 
ereek road passes through, a strip of 600 
feet wide on either side of the road is in- 
cluded until Peachtree creek is reached. 
The point on the west where the new ter- 
ritory taps the present circular line, defin- 
ing the corporate limits, is just east of the 
point where the Belt line comes into the 
city on the west side of the city. 

Hiow (tt Came Absut. 

This is the same strip of land in which 
the property of Hon. Pat Calhoun, Mr. 
Wash Collier, Colonel B. F. Abbott, Mr. 
Joseph Thompson, Mr. Burton Smith, Mr. 
Morris Brandon and others is situated. 
For some time they have been talking of 
scuring a separate corporation, but a short 
time ago some of them approached Mr, 
Rice, of the general council, who is chair- 
man of the committee on annexation, and 
the result was the action of the genera] 
council yesterday. 

Saturday the committee on annexation 
held a meeting to consider matters of an- 
nexation and among the number was the 
petition of the gentlemen residing in this 
territory. The committee, after considera- 
tion of the petition, perfec ted a report 
yesterday morning, and * report was fa- 
vorable to annexation. It sv; gested that 
the committee ov legislation be instructed 
to go ahead and secure the legislation nec- 
essary to perfect the anaexation. During 
the session of the general council yesterday 
afternoon the report was read by Mr. Rice. 

"We have given the matter a thorough 
study.” said the chairman, after the re- 
port had been read, “and we are of the 
opinion that it is about one of the wisest 
things the general council could do if it 
adopts this report and accepts this body 
of land. The report was not signed by 
Mr. Beatie because Mr. Beatie was not 
present at the committee meeting, but I’m 
Satisfied that he would have signed it if 
he had been there. 

“Now, that section of the country will 
bring into Atlanta some of the most val- 
uable property in the county of. Fulton. It 
will be known, if the report is adopted, as 
the eighth ward and will be entitled to one 
representative in this body until it has at- 
tained a population of 5.000, when it will 
be given two representatives. IT think we 
should adopt the report and annex it.” 

“T am in favor of the report so far as it 
goes out to the northern boundary of land 
lots 104 and 56. or the junction of the 
two Peachtrees,” said Mr. Beatie. “but 
I’m opposed to that strip which runs ont 
to the creek. It looks like a dog's tail and 
gives Atlanta a very ungainly shape.” 

“There's quite a delegation here.” said 
Mr. Northen, “from that section of the 
country who would like to he heard on thie 
matter. T move that the rules he suspended 
and that six of them he allowed to sneak 
five mi on either side.” 

“T think the matter has heen carefully 
investicated hy the committee.” said Mr. 
Stockdell, “and as T see no opnosition to 
it T move that we adont the reports’ 

Mr. Northen’s motinn was adopted and 
the rules were suspended.

Mr. Alex King, one of Mr. Calhoun’s 
legal partners, opposed the annexation and 
declared that no city in the world would 
have a shape like Atlanta if the territory 
was annexed. He declared that he was 
willing to stand annexation if that annex- 
ation was like it has always been jn the 
history of Atlanta—follow the present line 
and take in a quarter or a half or even a 
mile. He said that there were many per- 
sons living in that section who knew noth- 
ing of the contemplated change and sueg- 
gested that it be at least postponed mntil 
they could have time to express themselves,
